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MONADNOCK FAMILY AND MENTAL HEALTH SERVICE 
Statistical Overview for the Town of Temple 

Monadnock Family and Mental Health Service provides a full range of 
treatment for individuals who need counseling or are experiencing a 
mental disorder. There are no restrictions based on diagnosis, age or 
income. The Peterborough District Office is open five days and two nights 
every week, and we provide 24 hour emergency services 7 days a week. 

It is our goal to maintain quality services to residents of our catchment 
area, and to provide for the identified counseling needs of the community. 

Last year the Peterborough District Office served over 900 individuals* 
with more than 13,259 hours of direct treatment. Also available through 
our agency are psychiatric, case management, housing and day treatment 
services. 

This past year, for the town of Temple we provided 133 visits for direct 
treatment. Of the 8 open cases, 3 were male and 5 were female. 

One of these individuals were certified as chronically or severely mentally 
ill, as per New Hampshire Department of Mental Health guidelines. The 
average fee for service, paid by the client, was (less than) .92 per hour. 

Primary referral sources were as follows: self-referred, physicians, 
schools and clergy, in that order. 


*NOTE: This figure is reflective of open cases and does not contain those 
individuals who may have been seen as adjunct members of treatment (i.e., 
family members, school personnel, legal or other sources of referral).

ROAD AGENTS REPORT 
Winter Maintenance 

Our plowing costs were up from 1985 due to heavier snowfall. The most 
significant increase was in driveway plowing, which ran $1800.00 over 
projected costs. You will notice that the projected cost of driveway plowing 
for 1987 is quite high. Over 50% of this has been spent in January alone. 
The cost of plowing over 300 driveways adds up fast, using a great deal of 
our winter budget. The discussion of driveways will probably be brought 
up again at Town Meeting this year. Several people are dissatisfied with the 
way things are at present. Perhaps we can come up with some alternatives. 

Summer Maintenance 

Our gravel costs were higher than anticipated due to the heavy rains 
washing out the dirt roads. The first half of Moran Road was widened and 
graveled. Tyler’s Hill was finished and paved with the extra $6500.00 that 
was added to the budget at last year’s Town Meeting. Two sections of Hill 
Road were excavated and widened, with all excess material being used for 
fill at the new Municipal Building. 

The tar sections of Mansfield Road, Cutter Road, and Hill Road were 
shimmed and sealed, the brush cut back, and the ditches cleaned. We plan 
on doing this also to Webster Highway in 1987. 

If weather, time, and budget permit, we hope to widen a large section of 
Fish Road and put in several hundred feet of subdrain. This should remedy 
the mud problems we have through there each year. 


New Equipment 
We have had our new dump truck since August and it has worked out 
very well. With the sander mounted on the old truck and the plows on the 
new truck, we are able to get the roads taken care of much more efficiently. I 
personnally feel that this was a good investment. 
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We have decided against buying a new sander, due to the availability of 
privately owned sanders. We will spend some money on the old sander 


instead, and make it do for a while longer. 


Last summer, rather than spend $1200.00 to rent a tractor for roadside 
mowing, that same amount was spent to lease-purchase an old tractor to 
do this job. If another $300.00 is voted in towards the purchase of this 


tractor, the town will own it.

This is broken down 
among the four towns as follows: Mason, 25; New Ipswich, 95; Temple, 27; 
and Greenville, 100. 

This Service is possible NOT ONLY through the complete support ofall of 
the towns involved, but through the extra ordinary dedication of well 
trained Driver/Attendants, all of whom are VOLUNTEERS. Almost all of 
these volunteers are Nationally Registered Emergency Medical 
Technicians-Ambulance. Those who are not registered, are qualified 
personnel in First Aid procedures, and are working their way toward 
registration in the near future. : 

The Service has the best to offer ... ambulances, fully equipped with the 
State of New Hampshire EMS Board requirements, and then some; 
Driver/Attendants who are constantly renewing their certifications, along 
with attending seminars and classes to keep them up to date on all of the 
newest procedures, all on their own time!! Driver/Attendants are on call 
about six (6) times a month. There exists a continuing need for additioal 
volunteers to become a part of the Service, and there is a special need for 
day-time volunteers, as almost all of our Driver/Attendants hold down full 
time jobs, and answereing calls during the day causes a hardship to many. 
We welcome anyone who may be interested in becoming part of our team. 

During the past year, we were forced to change radio frequencies due to 
notification by the Federal Communication Commission that we could not 
continue to operate on the Greenville police frequency. Capital reserve 
funds of $12,000.00 had to be used to purchase new radio equipment 
necessitated by this change. Please note that this does not have any impact 
on our price per capita 

When you observe a Souhegan Valley ambulance answering a code three 
(3) call for someone who is either critically ill or hurt in an accident, give 
thanks to your town for supporting the Service and for the many 
volunteers who make it work. It may be you or one of your family members 
that may need the Service next, and you can rest assured that all will be 
done in their power to assist you.

Persons 
kindling a fire without a permit when one is required are liable for damages 
caused, fire suppression, costs, and subject to a $1,000 fine.

Between July 1985 and June 1986, we experienced fewer fires than 
normal. The two leading causes of forest fires were again children and fires 
kindled without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden. Both causes 
are preventable, but only with your help. 

Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire 
prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 

Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of 
State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; 
however, your assistance is needed. 

If you know of a logging operation and suspect astate timber harvest law 
may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden. 

If you own forest land, you became responsible for the timber tax 
payment starting April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law 
that will impact all forest landowners. Contact your Board of Selectmen for 
timber tax forms.

March 14, 1986 


The annual town meeting opened at 8:05 PM with Rev. James Haddix 
leading us in prayer. 

Rev. Haddix then gave a tribute to Albert Quinn for his 25 years of service 
to the town. Albert started as Moderator in 1962. He served as Selectman 
for 15 years. 


Moderator David Sullivan had the following elected officers take the oath 
of office: Selectman, Richard Jordan; Town Clerk, Beulah Sullivan; Town 
Treasurer, Raymon Willard; Tax Collector, Beulah Sullivan; Road Agent, 
Timothy Fiske; Supervisor of the Check List, Ethel Fiske; Auditors, Sheryl 
Holt, Alan Clough, Beth Weston; Trustee of the Trust Funds, Christina 
Caswell, Library Trustee, Margaret Waterman, Joanne Keuper; Planning 
Board, Bruce Kullgren, George Willard, Alan Pickman; Fire Engineer, 
Robert Frazier; Moderator for the Contoocook School District, Harvey 
Chandler. 

Article 4. $6,500 added Highway Budget for paving part of Cutter Road. 
Town Officers salaries raised. $3,100 added to Solid Waste Disposal budget 
to cover late billing from 1985. Total operating budget - $313,262. 
Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to change the purpose of the Capital 
Reserve Fund that was established under Article #15 of the 1983 annual 
warrant. The proposed change would make the fund available for either a 
Fire Department and/or other public building. Motion by Albert Quinn: To 
accept Article #5. Russ Tyler seconded. Paper Ballot results 98-Yes 9-No. 
Article 6. There was much discussion on this article. Motion by Wilfred 
Weston: To table proposals 2 and 3. Seconded by Russ Tyler. Vote in the 
affirmative. Motion by Gordon LaPree: To add $15,000.00 to current tax 
year to make total $30,000.00. No one seconded. Motion by Philip 
Waterman: To construct anew municipal building as outlined in proposal 
#1 said building to have the design and final specifications to be developed 
by a building committee to be appointed by the Selectmen. Building budget 
not to exceed $135,000.00. Funds to be raised in the following method. 
Existing reserve fund $30,000.00, borrowing $90,000.00 for 10 years with 
the remaining amount of $15,000.00 appropriated from the current tax 
year. Seconded by James Geisler. Vote 83-Yes 24-No. Motion made by David 
Sullivan: To adjourn because of power failure. Seconded by Russ Tyler. Vote 
in affirmative. Meeting adjourned to Friday, March 21, 1986 at 8:00 PM. 
Article 7. Motion carried to allow Selectmen to withdraw and expend 
Revenue Sahring Funds (U.S.) as noted in Warrant. 

Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to receive 
and expend, if necessary, gifts and Federal or State Aid or grants in the 
name of the Town. Motion by Albert Quinn: To accept Article 8. Seconded 
by Russ Tyler. Vote in the affirmative. 
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Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to oppose the burial, storage, 
transportation and production of high level radioactive waste in the Town 
of Temple and State of New Hampshire; and to call upon Congress to 
conduct an independent investigation with full public participation into 
the feasibility and prudence of the U.S. Department of Energy's (DOE’s) 
present plan to dispose of radioactive waste and into the DOE’s 
competence to carry out such a plan. Joan Horgan spoke on the danger of 
hazardous waste and its impact on Temple. Gordon LaPree stated 120 
towns have this in their town warrant. Motion by Joan Horgan: and 
seconded by Gary Boot. Vote in the affirmative. Motion by Richard Keuper; 
To remove (and production) from Article 9. Seconded by George Heck. Vote 
in the negative. 

Article 10. To see if the Town will receive the sum of $5,000.00 from the 
Temple History Fund under the terms of Article 19. of the 1975 warrant; 
and to see if the Town will raise and appropriate the said sum of $5,000.00 
to be placed in a trust fund, the income of which will be used to provide a 
place for storage and display of historical artifacts related to the history of 
Temple, NH. Motion by Rev. Haddix. Seconded by Albert Quinn. Voted in the 
affirmative. 

Article 11. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of one 
dollar for the purchase of the rescue truck newly refurbished by members 
of the Temple Volunteer Fire Department. Motion by Russ Tyler: As read. 
Seconded by John Young. Vote in the affirmative. 

Article 12. Town voted to use money from Cine Lit Movie Company fund to 
improve Village area. 

Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to makea 
contract with the Appraisal Division of the Department of Revenue 
Administration for the purpose of re-valuing all real estate in the Town 
during the years 1988-1989. If so voted, the money will be raised in the 
following manner; all money in the Re-valuation Reserve Fund established 
in 1983 shall be withdrawn and spent for the stated purpose. The balance 
due, if any, shall be raised by taxation during the year of re-valuation. 
Motion by Harold Prouty; Seconded by Richard Keuper. Hand vote 29-Yes 
22-No. 

Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of 
money for the purchase of a new, or used, dump truck for the Highway 
Department. Any money appropriated shall be raised in the following 
manner: all money in the Highway Department Equipment Reserve Fund 
shall be withdrawn and spent for the stated purpose. The balance of the 
money appropriated shall be raised by the issuance of long term notes fora 
period not to exceed five years. Tim Fiske talked on the article. The grader 
will be paid for by the end of the year. $30,500 would be needed for a new 
truck, payments would start in 1987. Motion by Tim Fiske: To buy new 
truck and equipment, cost not to exceed $40,000.00. Seconded by Wilfred 
Weston. Vote by paper ballot 48-Yes 7-No. 
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Article 15. To raise money for Highway Department Equipment Reserve 
Fund. Tabled. 

Article 16. Motion passed to instruct the Selectmen to investigate 
alternate methods for the financing driveway plowing. 

Article 17. To accept certain Welfare Guidelines. Tabled. 

Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes, pursuant to and under the 
limitations of Chapter 33:7-8 NHRSA. Motion by Albert Quinn: As read. 
Seconded by Russell Tyler. Vote in affirmative. 

Article 19. To transact any other business that may legally come before 
this meeting. Motion made by Wilfred Weston: in view of the long years of 
service to the town of Temple, Albert Quinn be duly named Selectman 
Emeritus. Seconded by Russell Tyler. Vote in the affirmative. Moderator 
David Sullivan gave thanks to Ruth Quinn for her services. 
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
